The inaonceuta were defeated with a 
loaa of SO kiUed aud wounded, while the 
goremmeut tnxjpa had bat six men 
iiUed.

IRON_ BUSIN ESS. 

EncuurayliiK Aetivlty Shown In Vlg Iron 
Center*. 

Ci.KVKi,.\.sD, Mun^h 15. — The Iron 
Trade Review this week says: Putting 
together the reports from varioua pig 
iron selling centers, there haa been an 
encouraging activity in that metal in 
the past 10 years. Bessemer pig has 
seen a lull, but 111 foundry and mill 
grades there has been an increasing 
solo. Southern furuaces have had a 
good share of the going business, but 
without any improvemeut in pri(!es. In 
eastern Pennsylvania aud in the New 
York market larger sales of Alabama 
iron liave been attended with further 
cuts. Detroit haa had loiger purch<:ses 
of pig iron in the week than for many 
weeks preceding. 

There is a better feeling as the result 
of the railroad purohaaee, the car orders 
having given business to a variety of in- 
dustries that are not directly affected by 
rail purchaaes. Weetem Imes have oon- 
tribnted more of late to the Tolnme of 
railroad bnying, pertioulariy in oars, 
but it ia well undentood that some oar- 
riera in that section, particularly the 
the com roads, must have a good crop 
to haul before they can be of great help 
to the iron market. Reports from the 
foundries are somewhat confliotiug. 
Home sellers of pig iron find their foun- 
dry trade still dispoeed to follow the 
market closely. 

RQUINAL SMALLPOX.

able horses in Halifax are victims. The 
government veterinary surgeon has tiiu 
disease in his right hand. Another 
man more seriously affected will have to 
have his arm. amputated to prevent 
bloixi poisoning, aoa aklll another horse- 
man is believed to be fatally ill as the 
resnlt of handling diseased horses. The 
government veterinary surgeon says the 
disease ia atmospheric ane eagr f *'^*' 
is liable to uoutraot it.

Chicago, March 16.— The following 
reports on the condition of winter wheat 
and rye in the mi'.uile aud eastem states 
will api^ear in this week's Farmera' Re- 
view: 

Illinois wheat has come through the 
winter in excellent condition, the recent 
heavy blanket of snow haviug prwed a 
p<'if(K;t protection against adverse at- 
nii ispln'ric oonditious. Very little freez- 
ing is reported. Rye has been quite ex- 
tensively sown, a. id is doing finely. 

Indiana condit mas generally the sann^ 
as in Illinois. Little injury is report<^<l 
from freezing. Rye ia in average cou- 
dition. 

Ill < »liiu the I'lop Is evei vwhere fair to 
go:Hl. lliou;;li re))orled uneven in wjme 
couilliev. l-fye is doili;^ well, and hus 
been (juite e.xteubively sown. 

Miclii;.^aii report.-^ con lilioiis goiHl.so 
far as known, liii! snow still rovers i.iosf 
of the crop. The great< st danger iir 
present ,:omes from ice b}aii)<ets formed 
bj- melting drifts. Rye is „'"od. 

In Keiitueky couditioiis are vei y fa- 
vorable, most corre.spondeni s icjiorting 
a high coiiilition. The snow of the 
past two nioiiths has proved of im- 
mense advantage. Kye IS generally do 
iiiL' well. 

In -Missouri a yrood many ( (ainties re- 
port tlie crop only fair or poor. I'ih) 
dry Weather last fall was one of ihc 
priii('i[ial causes. The siiow has o ii 
much to improve it. Average fair. i;.\c. 
where planted, is generally goo<l. 

Kansas reports greatly vary iu coiidi 
tious. Some localities rcjiort onthsik as 
unusually goo<l, while others report the 
crop ;i8 badl.v lilown out im sandy land 
or much damaged, but late sown is Let- 
ter. When> rain has fallen recently 
there is u marked improvement. Rye 
is generally good. 

Nebraska reports are quite gisKl, al 
though in some sandy lottolities tlie onj) 
has been hurt by high winds blowing 1 1 
out. Too dry is reported in some cus,'>. 
but a great many counties have excel 
lent prospects for n cro]). Rye is, ou tin 
average, bettor than wheat. 

As usual, a great nnmy comities in 
Iowa have sown no wiiuer wheat, in 
the other counties there appears a gi e.o 
variety of couditions. Wheat good; 
many correspondents reiwrt the ci\>p in 
fair shape, some saying that in their 
counties the outl(x>k is bad. Due says: 
Half crop; too dry. Rye is fair. 

Wisconsin prosiiectj^ are not .uood at 
present. It do*'s not appear possiine for 
the crop to escaiie without a serious dis- 
aster. HXC(>pt 111 localities where sn iw 
has ■inainci; on the tieids tiil very re- 
ee u t ly . Ky e i s i i kdy M feel the adverse 
conditions less. 

In .Minnesota and the Uakotas little 
has been grown any year, and the oou- 
ditioiis will not greatly affect the crop 
of the coiinlry. 

The SI, lies that i,'ro\v the largest 
amount of winter wicaf report llie i-on- 
ditiolis jiiioC. and the ;ul\c Ise eondiliolls 
are quite geiierall.v reported from slates 
that grow comparatively small ((uaiiti- 
ties, i'toin ihisit will lie s.cn ilml tii.- 
gcnor.il average of these ; v si.iie-- is 
good, and that a large winter wheat 
crop may be looked for. 

MINERS' STRIKE, 

Two-Tbirda of Them Now mt Work— Ball- 
road Oporators rirtn. 

Pli 1 si'i in;. .March l.V - The strike of 
the iii'ht is (.| the i'lftshuifj district is 
but one wet'k old and there are neall> 
two-tliii'ils of the miners of the districi 
at work at the union rates — 6tt cents iiei 
ton. The strikera consider the hght 
practically won. but they may yet bum)i 
up against .some adverse circnmstaiin s 
in the }K;rsons of obstinate railroad opei 
alors. The i-iver operators have con 
ceded the demands of the miners aud 
there has been a general resumption of 
work at all the river mines. 

All the river craft are beiug loaded 
aud OS long as this rush uuutinues there 
will be work, not only for the full num 
ber of river miners, but also for a large 
number of extra men from the railroad 
mines. Ou the other hand the oper 
ators refuse to pay mora than 55 cents 
per ton, and the majority of their mines 
are idle. They olaim that they are 
compelled to rMoae ordera because they 
can not flU them at the pitoe quoted bV 
oompetttora and pej the prioe demand- 
ed by the union.

Work was resume I on the wharves yes- 
terday, at least partially, but it was ouly 
the colored screwmen who took up their 
tools, and then only under proteetiou of 
an armed guard. Where there were no 
troops there was no work The white 
Bcrowmen held aloof, preserved a sullen, 
threatening silence, but none mode a 
move which would cause the militia to 
use force to snppress it. Though still 
strained, the situation is much iuiproved. 

(Joveriior Foster is still in the city 
and has announced his d' lerminaiion to 
remain here until I he tr iuhle is tinall.v 
settled. Ni';,'oi i.itioiis in progress 

which may pro'liire t his iiappy re.sult, 
but llieir outcone i;aii ii"t lie predieted 
at i)resent. Meanwhile, the state an 
thorities are faking no chances. The 
fnsips who have iH'en mi duty all day 
are sleeping otl' their fatigue and are 
under orders to report for duty today 
when work on the shipping will be re- 
sumed. 

By ti o Clock 111 the morning all were 
081 ir in the .oniories, where troops have 
been quartered for the last few day- 
Jlan liin^ orders were received from 
headquarters at J 1 a. m.. and the militia, 
divided luto three sections, were 
marched to tlie levee and took up posi- 
tions at tlie Harrison line wharf at 
Third street and Sixth street. 

The entire force number something 
over 600 men, commanded by Brigadier 
(renerul Bartand, under the super- 
vision of Major Uenerol John Tynn, Jr. 
The men were in full service uniform 
with cartridge bt>lts hlled with ugly- 
looking missiles. At the poiut, where 
the greatest danger was apprehended, 
Hotchkiss and (latliug gnus were nu- 
limbered iu snoh position that they 
(tould be quickly trained up or down the 
wharves on advunoiug mobs. 

The headquarters cn the screwmen at 
the apex of the French market triangle 
in the upper stories of which were 
stored quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion was surrounded by the Washington 
battalion artillery, whoee Howitzers 
were trained on it, prepared to destrov 
it at the first hostile movement. Stand- 
ing along the river front at intervals 
were picket lines of police, mounted and 
dismounted, who wine under orders to 
co-operate with the troops and who 
seemed to be in hearty sympathy with 
tliciii. » iccasioually erow(ls gathered 
at one ihhiu or aiiotlier iiiid the |iolice 
were called on todispersi- them, winch 
they did without trouble 

Not a shot was tired at .my point, nor 
was I here any \ ioiem e. Tiie ne^ru 
screwmen wmt to work without liesiia- 
tiou where\ cr tmops were sfallolied. 
They also started to work at Soutliport 
during the nuirniiig. but as neither 
militia nor police were on duty there, 
they soiiii abandoned the work, though 
there was no prospect of trouble, and 
returned to the city. 

At 'y'M p. m. the screwmen had ,ilj 
tinished their <lay's labia and the iroi.ps 
were withdrawn aud ordered to rej«irt 
again at 8 o'chvk today The coiifer- 
eucc of delegates of mercantile bodies 
resumed its session yesterday I ut took 
no action, having practically decided to 
leave the settlement of the trouble in 
the governor's hands,

cotton, table supplies, and many lother artlcleii 
a.s cheap as he oonld buy them In MaysrlUe.

The day Is 
past for high prices for agricultural products.

[./• .lie heiiclit to he derived from the eimti^Miily 
of the roads to his properly, ami Ibis tieiiellt 
must not enter into this ealeulation. Now let 
him stop ami estimate what it would cost with 
an aiiiiuul tux of 1 l.'i of 1 per cent, on bis prop- 
eri) . and a liu>,'e peri eiit. will liml tlial the tux 
H.iuld lie greater than thecoslol travel with 
tolls a.s they are at present. 

Uut some advocates of free travi 1 siijtKest that 
there would be no ditlereiice to tlie lux payer of 
the county whether he has the tax or the toll to 
pay, that the ex|>eu8e of maintaining the roads 
all comes ot)° of the county. This statement Is 
not true, for we all know that under the present 
system much of the toll la collected from parties 
from adjoining oonnttss. 

Then It Is very dear that saddling the cost of 
maintaining the roads on the tax-payers dou^ 
not meat the merits of the question. The ques-^ 
tlon Is how to get rid of what yon elalm to bo 
burdaasome tolls, which Is simply another form 
of taxation. If tiee travel is going to increase 
rather than diminish the burden, ;theu we had 
better leave undisturbed the present system. 

If then tbe tax-payers of the county are not to 
be liel|>od by free travel no onewlUbe beiiellted. 
1'. is an axiom universally accepted that if you 
oppress capital of any country or community to 
that extent yon oppri ss labor or those depend- 
ent ou capital. Labor knows lliis to he true and 
should oppose iiinvise and oppri'.-s.ve luxation. 

If. therefore, exi^tiiit; eonililioiis ari' to lie 
broki II ilowii, and we are to siihsiitiiie tlierefov 
county eontrol of the road-, we hiMieve that 
coiiuty ownership with tolis rediiei'il lo a rate 
siillieieiit lo maiiilaiu tliem Is the true theory. 
I iiiier this arraimemellt those iisiiiH pay for it, 
hut with the 111!!- rediieeil ton iiiiniiniim. 

All aopUeai, i i iis principle we lind In the 

postal deparli.iei, I .i ..iir eoiiiitry. Stamps are 
the lolls we pay / .1 i\ l e of the service. In 
tbls Isciiual taxiitc'ii, to none oppressive, the 
correct theory of all good government. The 
principle that underlies and gives stability to 
the liistltntions of our country. 

We can see no reason, however, why tbe county 
should desire to oontrol all of the roads at pras- 
cut, as a great many of them are not more than 
self snitalnlng. A (nw of the main thoroughfares 
oroeslnt the county, ia dliferent directions, and 
centering at Maysvllle, we believe, would bo snf' 
licent. These could be dbtalned either by loas- 
iiiK. iiy piirchaae or by conatruotlon. A matter < 
for the Fisi^aI (^urt to determine. And If the 
court should decide that these should bo main- 
tained by taxation, the amount would not be so 
burdensome.

MAKING TURP ENTINE 

AN EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY IN CIRTAIN 
SOUTHERN STATES.

DialK t writers find a fruitful fi-ld 
among tlio ' 'Tar Heels ' of tho Carolinus. 
Alabama and Georgia. In the cool 
depths of the turpentine woods, with the 
gashed trees yielding up their resinons 
gum, th(3 biilniy air aud the picturesque 
"hackers," "dippers" and "sorapersb" 
with the ever vigilant "rider" watch 
itig evcjything, is a phase in southern 
life wliu ii h;.s 1' iig liit n tho delight of 
authors and the plcasuro of artists. Tiio 
crudity of the implements and the stills 
i..sed in making turpentine and rosin 
lend additional interest to this old in- 
dustry, and the gypsylike habits of the 
tiir|ieiitiii' I'.aki rs edd to their ragged, 

il literati' i lianns. 

TiiriM iinnc is tho distilled gurti of tho 
pine trees cf North and Houth Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia and port of Florida. 
The treason begins when the first spring 
sap rises niid ends when cold weather 
checks the flow of tlie tree's blood. In 
.lannary nr February the "hacker," 
witii his keen L-laded ax, begins tho 
round which ends with tho season. He 
is the eipert of the woods and knows his 
trees and Joat how finch hacking they 
will stand. His task is to ont the 
"boxes" in which the thiok gnm of the 
wounded tree will collect. A box is a 
wide incision about six inches deej), a 
wedge shaped cut in the tree, and he 
hacks from 90 to lOQ boxes a day. The 
flrst boxes are ont near the roots of the 
tree, and they are out as close together 
to the height of a man's head as can be 
done without killing the pine. Tho 
hacker leaves a width of bark between 
each box so as to preserve the vitality of 
the tree. When the trees are leased to 
the turpentine makers, the terms of the 
lease limit the number of boxes to each 
tree, but when it is desired to work tlu 
pine to the fullest extent tlir gashes are 
carried up to a height of 2o feet or more. 

After the hacker conies the man who 
"comers" the boxes. This "corner" is 
a cut in the top of the box to guide the 
.-ap into the cavities left for the gum, 
aud thu man who "works" the "'Top'' 
goes systiiiiat'.r ally from box to box. 
itartiag the fiip anew w.th fro.^h iuci 
tious, working in this way 10,000 boxes 
during the season. The sap or gum fills 
the boxes with a slear. sticky, thick 
fluid, and this is removed by the "dip- 
per " ?;atterfd thiough the woods are 
barrels iri wl;;'h the 'dipper'' dejjosits 
the guni, wind-. tiien nauled to tlie 
still. About a rjuart of sap is taken from 
each box by means of the trowel shaped 
scoop used by the dipper, and then the 
hacker domes along and starts the flow 
afrchh by v,'oiiiidiiig the tri'c again The 
turpentine niatiei watches hi- men close- 
ly, for t;ii' 'rai HceU are an easy going 
people and reijuire be urged by tb% 
"rider, ' who goea^inough the woods on 
horseback examiuite the cropv aurrying 
the dippers and hatfkers and sending the 
barreled gum to the still 

The first or "virgin" sapwlm h flnus 
in the spring makes the tx-st rosin, aiui 
the poorest u the product of the hanien 
ed gum which is left on the sides oi tl.i' 
boxes when (he sap "turns down" ii 



the fall. I his 1.- removed by the 
"scraper," wIk' moves tlirougb. thf 
woodb with his scraping tool, gathering 
the leavings. 

The still la a large copper vat hooded 
with a close fitting cover in which is a 
funnel whiali'ln turn is connected with 
the "worm** of thb still This worm 
runs down info another vat near at 
hand, and in this vat the fumes or vapor 
of the heated gum is distilled into tur 
pentine. Fire under the copper vat heats 
the gum, and the Tolatlle parti rise to 
the funnel, pass into the still and are 
condensed by the water in the second 
vat into spirits of tHrjientine. The rcsid 
nuni left in tlie vat is the rosin of 
commerce, which is passed through a 
series of strainers and sieves to the bar- 
rels, which are made onthe spot The 
turpentine, however, oaluot be barreled 
so easily, for It will work through au 
ordinary barrel. It is jjlaced in white 
pine barrels which have been coated in- 
side with several coats of strong, hot 
glue until the barrel is impervious to 
the subtle fluid. 

The trees are worked for ilve or six 
seasons, and then the turpentine maker 
moves to another partof the wooda He 
started in North Carolina, crossed over 
to South Carolina and is still moving 
toward the gulf. Forest fires destroy the 
pines faater than the haoker does, for 
the flames sweep over large areas before 
they die out. Careful owners of turpen- 
tine woods have tho pine straw aud 
fallen underbrush raked away from their 
trees before the season begins, and col- 
lecting this material in some safe spot 
wait for a qniet day when no wind will 
cool the wet lloger, and then thay burn 
the rakinga 

Negroes are common laborers of the 
turpeutine woods, but white men are 
plentiful. They live in rough shanties 
in the woods, with the stables for the 
mules and horses near at hand. No 
work is more healthful than ttirpentine 
making, for it is all out of doors in the 
depths of tho balmy, health giving pinos, 
free from tho malaria of the swamps 
and from sudden changes of we«tb«r.— • 
Chicago Record
